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Because of its trials blood, the Alpina is at home in feet up plonking.

Have you ever dreamed of riding a 
250cc enduro bike with the 
stump-pulling torque and handling of an 
honest-to-goodness_ trials bike? Then 
come along and read on. 

John’s Racing Cycles, 2255 Harbor 
Blvd., Costa Mesa, California set up.a 
brand new Bultaco 250cc Alpina for 
this test. Delivered to us in impeccable 
condition, the Alpina featured “Big Sky 
Blue” fiberglass seat and tank 
combination accented with a silver 
stripe and gold pin striping, a very 
compatible color combination. 

The machine is not street legal in 
California (and some other States we 
suspect), possibly because it is provided 
with an adequate set of quick detach 
lights, front and rear, to extend the trail 
or enduro rider’s day, and the other 
things can be tacked on easily. The 
silencer/spark arrestor combo is more 
than adequate and the resultant sound 
emissions are close to being pleasant, 
but the spark arrestor did not bear the 
coyeted U.S. Forrestry approval info. 

After oohing and aahing for a while, 
we placed it side by side with a new 350 
Sherpa T trials machine for a frame 
comparison, Just as we suspected, the 
frame geometry and front suspension of 
the two bikes are exactly the same. 
There is a minor difference in one or 
two gussets, but engine mount and foot 
peg placement remains the same. Both 
have a 52.3 inch wheelbase, 11 inches of 
ground clearance and an overall length 
of 79.3 inches. The Alpina’s seat is more 
heavily padded and its 2.6 gallon gas 
tank makes the Sherpa T’s look tiny. 
The front suspension is the same, but 
the rear shocks differ. The Alpina has a 
larger, more heavy duty type shock. 
Wow, a bike with the weight 
distribution, perfect balance and 
suspension of a winning trials machine, 
geared and outfitted for cow trailing. 

The back sections of Saddleback 
Park was chosen as test site for the cow 


‘trailing portion of our evaluation of the 


Alpina. The terrain is _ perfect in 
determining rider and machine ability. 
Half of the deliberately chosen washes 
were blind, with no apparent way out. 
That’s ‘what we were looking for. 
Anyone,..can...ride, ;4.. cow trailer 
(cowtrialer?) on a fire road, but by only 


riding there he will never know if it is 
capable of getting him out of impossible 
situations. 

The entrance to one steeply walled 
wash is a twisty, boulder strewn sand 
flat which required lots of low speed 
maneuverability and plenty of smooth 
power to keep the rear wheel from 
digging in. We got through with 
absolutely no problems. The 11 inches 
of ground clearance and the narrow side 
case configuration slipped through the 
tightest places. The low’ gear torque 
would lift the front wheel at will to get 
over steps, stumps and other 
obstructions. 

Climbing out of the wash and up the 
near vertical walls called for a maximum 
of rider ability with total dependence 
on machine performance. There are 
several machines which we would not 
even consider capable of getting out of 
this situation. A pipey bike would never 
make it. The climb started with a hard 
left turn, up over a step and then up an 
eroded wall. No time to develop any R”s 


and no distance to gain speed. Pure 


torque was needed to get us out of this 
one, The 400 X 18 knobby rear wheel 
grabbed all it could and we were on our 
way out. 

After the near ‘vertical wall, we still 
had a steep. slope covered with 
vegetation and loose soil to go. The 
nature of the slope caused us to make 
several uphill, off-camber turns while 
still in first gear. At last we reached a 
more gentle slope and shifted into 
second. After that it was nothing to 
climb the rest of the way to the tóp, 
and then cross country to a trail. 

The cross country ride, with. speeds 
at about 40 MPH, was more exciting 
than challenging. With a mere shift of 
body weight, pucker bushes and other 
obstacles were easily avoided. The 
handling was a dream, even when we 
were riding through looser soils. The 
power in fifth gear at speed was 
adequate to lift the front wheel when 
necessary. The rear suspension was 
perfect for a rider weight of 185 pounds 
and kept the rear wheel on the ground. 

Hot or cold, the Femsa electronic 
ignition coupled with the tried and true 
Amal carburetor gave us easy, if not 
first kick, starts every time. With so 
many people riding the overall test, it 
was impossible to get any gas mileage 
figures. But what do gas mileage figures 
mean when one person will ride all day 
in second gear and another in fourth. 
We do know that after four hours of 
continuous riding there was still gas in 
the tank. 

The Alpina is equipped with a high 
mounted speedometer (European 
versions and trials machines are 
mounted at the engine case) which is 
resettable and reads in tenths. 
Unfortunately for serious enduro riders, 
it is still driven by the rear wheel.

It will make an excellent cowtrailer or enduro machine. 


Maybe the Spaniards feel that American 
riders do nothing but wheelie about the 
countryside. 

This year, Bultaco has provided 
recessed swingarm nuts to eliminate 
skinned ankle bones, The tried and true 
metal gas petcocks replace the plastic 
versions. The fork stops have nylon 
covers to eliminate damage at contact 


_ points. The nylon will last longer than 


rubber. 

A “trailing” chain tensioner has been 
included to eliminate the constant need 
for chain adjustment, It works, The 
muffler/spark arrestor assembly consists 
of two separate units attached to the 
exhaust pipe by means of a rubber tube 
and hose clamps. At first sight, it 
appeared that the rubber could never 
take the heat. During our rides, we 
constantly checked it, and outside of 
some slight smoking during the first

hour (which later quit) it appeared to 
function perfectly. 

Nothing leaked, and the engine 
shifted properly every time. Deep water 
crossings had no effect on performance. 
We liked it. However, several things 
shook loose, Possibly, it it had been our 
own bike, we would have gone over 
every nut and bolt before and after the 
first ride, but we didn’t. As a result, 
high speed riding on the International 
MX course at Indian Dunes managed to 
shake loose the rear taillight assembly 
and the spark arrestor. The exhaust pipe 
head nut came loose twice. (We did not 
have the proper spanner wrench to 
properly tighten it.) No other 
difficulties were encountered. 

Things that we personally did not 
appreciate about the machine were 
minor and personal in nature. Included 
are the kick stand mounted on the right 


hand side (everybody mounts and 
dismounts from the left). The gas tank 
filler cap is of the threaded type (quick 
release may not be as positive, but is 
much more convenient), and you still 
must remove the seat to get at the air 
cleaner. 

With no modifications, the 250 
Bultaco Alpina is dependable, with all 
the good points of the Sherpa T trials 
machine. Its weight is under 225 pounds 
(wet) and a well spaced five speed 
transmission makes it an easy as well as 
a fun bike to ride. It is well at home 
everywhere except in high speed 
competition where high RPM are 
required. Maximum RPM for the Alpina 
is at about 6,000. 

For the serious trail rider, the casual 
trials rider, or the enduro rider who 
anticipates some very demanding 


terrain, there is The Bultaco Alpina.

With the front end raked out and wheelbase adjusted to rider preference, the B&S-frame sets up 
for the roughest sort of motocross track,

Custom frames are nothing new. 
Specialty frames for flat-trackers and 
road racers have been around and used 
for years. Factory-framed motocrossers 
in exotic lightweight metals are nothing 
new — to the two or three riders that 
campaign them in the International 
Grand Prixs each year. 

However, something has emerged 
during the last year which had not been 
seen that much previously. It can almost 
be called ““new”. That “is the 
custom-built, non-standard frame for 
the privateer and the sportsman dirt 
rider. The trend is now very nearly a 
rule among well-off and shop-sponsored 
motocross riders: find an engine you 
like and find a frame you like. Put them 
together. Go racing. 

The increase in quality and quantity 
of competition in American motocross 
doesn’t allow too many wins, even to 
the talented, unless everything is going 
for you. If these are the good old days 
of motocross in the U.S., they are very 
tough days, indeed. The edge that a 
surprising number of Experts in both 
motocross and desert racing have chosen 
to give themselves is a collection of large 


diameter chrome-molybdenum - steel 
tubing called the Boyd & Stellings 
frame. 


Walt Boyd and Larry Stellings got 
together to build a frame for dirt 
motorcycle racing, based on their 
experience in designing frames for Indy 
cars and other four-wheel racers, The 
success of ‘the bike frame has been 
dramatic, mainly in terms of satisfied 
customers. 

You expect a trick frame to improve 
handling, and the B&S unit does. But 
with the handling improvement also 
comes a smoother, less body-pounding 
ride and a frame that has never, in two 
years under some notoriously rough 
riders, broken, bent or cracked. 
Adapting a, Body & Stellings frame to 
your favorite engine allows, a. lot, of 
things to happen that just don’t happen 


with most stock frames. Most 
importantly, there don’t seem to by any 
handling trade-offs. 

You don’t have to give up sliding to 
get a machine that will also square off 
corners quickly. You don’t have to 
worry about cracks in the tubes in order 
to get light weight. Any rider, Novice or 
Expert, will fell fresher after a moto due 
to the more controlled, gentle ride it 
provides. And you will by going faster 
than on your strock-framed machine, 
even one with the same powerplant, 
since the handling and responsiveness 
increase rider confidence in almost all 
racing situations. Close-spoken Old Man 
of the Desert, George Walker, remarked 
about his B&S-framed Kawasaki, “It 
gives me confidence.” 

A hard charge around the AME’s 
long, rough Team MX course at Arroyo 
confirmed this statement. The frame 
does take some adjusting to. It does 
things by itself that you have to do with 
other stock frames. Like stay upright. It 
is very forgiving of that first mistake 
while still being responsive in and out of 
corners. Again, there doesn’t seem to be 
that trade-off between staying upright 
or being quick that plagues other 
geometries. Get the adjustable frame 
dialed in to your riding style and ability 
so that it “fits” just right before doing 


any serious campaigning. You'll be 
rewarded, 
How? Well, the frame wrapped 


around a smooth-running engine 
definitely will enable almost everybody 
(Can’t think why it wouldn’t be 
everybody who rides but there’s bound 
to be an exception.) to negotiate a 
motocross or cross-country course 
faster. And you can go faster longer. 
You use up less energy in fighting and 
controlling the bike over two or three 
motos than on a stocker. There is no 
side-to-side rear end wheel hop over 
whoop-de-doos. Larry Stellings- believes 
this to be due to their special swing arm 
which does not flex. The swingarm is 
built up with heliarc welding from 
aluminum castings, tubing and plate. It 
is rigid and completely heat treated to 
keep it that way. It pivots at the frame

on a stainless steel pin and nylon 
bushings. The swing arm that goes with 
the frame has two and a half inches of 
rear axle adjustment which allows 
considerable wheelbase adjustment. 

Braking with the frame is also a lot 
smoother, front and rear. There is good, 
controlled weight transfer that is 
completely manageable in both rapid 
acceleration and deceleration, A Boyd & 
Stellings-designed full floating rear 
brake helps keep the rear end on the 
ground when slamming on that binder. 
This is particularly noticeable going into 
smooth, fast corners. We suspect that 
even without the full floating brake, 
etc., the inherent frame distribution of 
weight and control of weight transfer 
would smooth braking out a lot, just as 
it does when wicking the throttle on or 
off abruptly. 

Visually, the frame looks big and 
somewhat bulky due to the larger 
diameter tubing that goes with the 
increased wall thickness. Actually, the 
frame weights 16 Ibs. The entire frame 
kit to change over your scooter includes 
the bare frame, the swing arm (which is 
pretty nice in itself), a chain guide, seat, 
foot pegs, engine mounting bolts and 
bushings, a brake pedal and rear brake 
torque arm. That collection weighs 29 
Ibs. Both double downtube and single 
downtube frames are built to cradle 
different engines, 

The steering head is adjustable and 
no failures have been encountered here. 


either. You can vary the rake from 24 
degrees, which will pull most tires right 
into the downtube out to 32 degrees. 
This feature, combined with the 
generous amount of rear axle 
adjustment permits varying the 
wheelbase from 53 inches to 57 inches. 
You can also adjust the footpegs for 
type or style of competition riding. 

Unless you are skilled’ enough to 
know that you have honestly reached 
the handling limits of your stock 
motocrosser, you don’t need a Boyd & 
Stellings frame. If you are serious about 
campaigning as a money-making expert, 
a self-sponsored privateer in the 
international scene, or need the edge to 
win’ for your sponsor, you should ride 
one. Get it dialed in to your needs and 
make the investment. The biggest 
virtues: you can adjust it to different 
tracks or types of racing; the frame 
doesn’t brake. 

If you already have an engine or take 
your sportsman racing as seriously as a 
big budget will permit, a B&S frame is a 
good investment. An existing engine 
plus the frame and running gear will 
cost about as much as a new stock 
motocrosser. But it doesn’t make any 
sense for a Novice to replace his stock 
frame unless he’s already broken it a lot. 
The kits begin at $525.00 for all the 
goodies mentioned above. That ain’t the 
cheapest, but success in racing never did 
come from the bargain basement. The 
Boyd & Stellings frame works.

Best features of the frame are adjustability to individual riders and the fact that it’s never bent, 


cracked or broken.

WHERE DID THE FIM ACQUIRE 
THEIR SCHEDULING EXPERTISE? 
Great Britain will host the 250 class 
Trophee des Nations motocross on 
September 16 of this year. That’s the 
same day that the Road Race of the 
Year at Mallory Park is scheduled. Both 
are FIM-sanctioned international events. 
Both are big crowd-pullers and England 
is geographically too small to tolerate 
that kind of internal competition for 
motorcycling specators.

LUGERNE VALLEY, CAL., Jan. 14, 
1973 — “If a guy rode this thing on a 
trials bike he could have been first 
overall,” muttered one disgruntled rider, 
rubbing his sore parts. 

The Vikings Lloyd Cox Benefit Hare 
and Hound, the first race of the 1973 
season, generated mixed emotions 
among the riders. They weren”t 
lukewarm; they either loved it or hated 
it, 

Young Tom Brooks, world’s fatest 
125 DKW rider, had to love it; he won. 
Running about fifteenth overall at the 
bomb, Tom looked in bad shape, but 
near the end of the first loop he 
streaked past second place Tom Smith 
(Yam), thereby moving into second 
place behind Mitch Mayes. 

Rich Mark (Hus) took the lead eariy 
but remembered his New Year's 
resolution in time and slowed down to 
ride his own race. Rich did some leading 
last year but either got off or broke his 
bike. This year he plans to finish some 
races as he has discovered that there are 
no points awarded for leading at the 
bomb. Rich was running fourth through 
the pits and managed to hang onto that 
position, 

Mitch Mayes was second at the bomb 
but nobody recognized him. We are too 
used to seeing him on a Harley Baja and 
somehow haven’t connected him with 
the 400 Husky yet. 

Jim Fishback (CZ) 1973’s Number 
One X, came through the pits in third 
position, flying sideways, more 
bouncing than riding. 

Vikings used the sandwash (You 
know, the sandwash we always go 
through in Lucerne Valley.) right after 
the bomb and in spite of the number of 
times they have raced there the 
Amateurs and Experts managed to pile 
up, delaying the Novice start. Earlier an 
Amateur and a Novice had mixed it up 
in the wash while trail-riding, delaying 
the AM-EX start for about twenty 
minutes, 

The first loop was super-tight and 
long, causing many riders to run out of 
gas. Among those were A.C. Bakken, 
Art Knapp-and Tom Smith. Some of the 
guys quit when they decided that it was 
too late to beat the Novices. 

Bakken ran out of gas about three 
miles out. A club member took him 
some gas (Tom Muto informed them 
where he was as he went by.) and A.C. 
was able to finish. But he ran out of gas 
again on the second loop and finished 
somewhere behind the first Novice. Oh, 
well, a finish is a finish. 

The second loop was where things 
really got interesting, Tom Brooks, 
taking the lead at the start of the second 
loop, had the DeeK wound out when he 
hit the bottom of the first hill and went 
sailing over it. Mayes, Fishback and 
Saltzman also rode over, but they were 
about the only ones to make it. 

Cordis. Brooks. was. out on a 100 


DKW that is asaid to really boogie 
across the desert. He almost made it up 
the hill but the big bikes kept getting in 
his way and he finally ended up jumping 
off and running up the hill. Larry 
Roeseler (Baja), running second in the 
trailbike class, dropped into second gear 
as he hit the bottom of the hill, felt it 
start to lug and leaped off and ran, 
picking up several places as he passed 
stalled bikes. 

From there things deteriorated and 
by the time the Trail Novices arrived 
there were a couple hundred bikes stuck 
on the side of two hills; one rocks and 
the other sand, Trying to pick your way 
up a hill littered with bikes isn’t the 
easiest thing in the world. To make 
either hill you had to be doing about 60 
mph when you hit the bottom and most 
of the riders had neither the guts nor 
the horsepower to do it. The results 
were almost funny, unless you 
happened to be one of the unfortunate 
riders pinned to the side of the hill. This 
is one race were being in good shape 
really paid off. 

One Expert recounted how - he 
pushed the bike up several feet and 
couldn’t keep up the pace so he would 
drop the bike and let it die, rest a while 
and get up and start over again. A rest 
period was in order for many riders 
when they finally topped the hills. 
Several clubs are plotting retaliation, 

But the course really couldn’t have 
been that hard. Sharon Rosenauer 
(Suz), Joy Malis (Ric Hod) and Chris 
Fields (Yam) all finished the race. 
Sharon said the Vikings were sadists and 
Joy and Chris agreed (along with about 
500 male riders). 

Norman Monohan and Loren Jones 
rode the whole course on a 500cc 
Matchless sidehack. There were places in 
the course that were so tight that some 
of the solo bikes had trouble getting 
through, so we assume that Norman and 
Loren picked up the hack and carried it 
over those spots. 

Tom Brooks and his 125 DKW have 
won overall so many times that nobody 
is surprised anymore. Today makes 
about the seventh time Tom has won a 
D-37 desert race overall. 

Mitch Mayes finished second overall 
and the Heavyweight win seemed to 
convince him that switching to the 400 
Husky this year was the smart thing to 
do, although he admitted that there 
were several times during the race when 
he wished he was on something a little 
lighter. 

Jim Fishback (CZ) finished third 
overall and first 250 Expert but later 
said his back was a little sore from the 
rough stuff in the second loop. 

A ninety-mile course may be just a 
little much after four weeks away from 
riding and many riders complained of 
blistered hands (“But I mever get 
blisters!””) and aching bodies. 

Chuck Gates (Yam) thought it was 
worth all the aches,’ pulling off first

Amateur position at ninth overall, and 
Jeff Kirk (Yam) for the first time in his 
life was first 250 Amateur. Probably 
just in time as he is about to transfer to 
Expert. 

Cordis Brooks (DKW) was first Trail 
Expert again today, It was interesting to 
see the Trail Experts come in, Cordis 
Number 1T, Larry Roeseler (Baja) 
Number 2T, and Bruce Ogilvie (Hod), 
Number 3T, in that order, although not 
that close together. ` 

Criag Kerdus (Hod) also made 
history today; the first time he has ever 
been first Trail Amateur. Tim Bowman 
(Hod) and Terry Raye (Monark) were 
second and third in that class. 

Dean Modesett was first Div. II 
Lightweight Amateur again today. His 
new DKW is allowing him to finish 
pretty regularly and pretty well, 

Al Hunt (Yam) of the Desert Foxes 
M.C. swears some kid passed him just 
before the finish and that he couldn’t 
possibly be the first Trail Novice, but I 
didn’t see any little kid on a Trailbike 
and neither did either of the girls taking 
numbers, so you are it, Al.

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What YOU Need to Know 
About Motorcycle Insurance 


by Spence Burton 

When Joe Biker sets out to buy his 
new motorcycle, he thinks about image 
and identity, not insurance. His mind is 
full of horsepower, handling and price, 
not “torts” or “deductible”, Joe wants 
to get out and cruise. He does not want 
to listen to a salesman explain actuarial 
tables. Joe Biker may not want anything 
to do with motorcycle insuránce. Yet, 
insurance has a great deal to do with 
Joe. He must buy insurance for his new 
motorcycle in order to obtain a loan to 
buy it. Insurance will protect Joe’s 
investment in case of theft. It will pay 
the bills if Joe gets into an accident. 
Insurance can help Joe Biker in many 
ways. 

On the other hand, insurance may be 
a big pain. For every three guys with no 
complaints, you can: find one fellow 
who tells a tale of insurance woe. Joe 
may see himself as a helpless victim; 
screwed by outrageous rates, trapped in 
the predatory jaws of killer lawyers. 
Insurance can confuse, frighten, and 
bore an average motorcyclist like Joe. 
The purpose of this article is to help Joe 
Biker and you understand motorcycle 
insurance well enough to avoid feeling 
that the sugar-coated insurance policy 
you just purchased has a lemon inside. 

No matter what you think of 
insurance, there are three things you 
should know. First, no matter how good 
your credit, you cannot get a loan to 
buy your new motorcycle without 
insurance. Second, the State of 
California and forty-five other states 
have Financial Responsibility Laws. 
These laws require you to put up 
security when involved in an accident, 
or else have insurance, Third, the other 
party involved in your accident can sue 
you for damages, even though the 
physical damage is small. The insurance 
company becomes a strong ally in such 
a case. 

Let’s look at insurance and credit 
first. Under `the present system of 
finance, possession of property without 
full ownership is only possible because 
the lender can protect his interest with 
insurance. The loan company does not 
want you to crash “their” motorcycle. 
They do not want to see it stolen. But if 
something bad does happen to the 
motorcycle before you have paid off the 
loan, the insurance they have forced 
you to buy will protect them from any 
loss. You pay for the loan company’s 
protection as part of the cost of 
borrowing money. 


This protection is two-sided. For 


instance, you don’t want to make 
payments on a motorcycle which 
disappeared from the parking lot 


yesterday. Insurance will ease your 
obligation to the loan company. If-you 
crash, insurance will help repair the 
motorcycle as well as you, The loan 
company will require you to purchase 
collision, deductible, and comprehensive 
fire and theft insurance to protect their 
investment, and yours. 

While the loan company concerns 
itself with your property, the State of 
California among other jurisdictions 
concerns itself with the consequences of 
your involvement in an accident. Along 
with all other western states, California 
has enacted Financial Responsibility 
Laws. Those of you who will never have 
an accident do not have to worry. The 
Financial Responsibility Laws come 
into effect when damages exceed 
two-hundred dollars. The law requires 
all parties involved in an accident, 
regardless of fault, to post bond for the 
damage inflicted, or proof of future 
responsiblity, or both. 

The State of Oregon has no 
minimum damage figure: you must 
always post bond. These states consider 
insurance coverage an acceptable 
substitute for bond and proof of future 
responsibility. So strong persuasion to 
buy insurance exists through the laws of 
your state. 

The legal system that contairfs these 
laws evolved from English Common 
Law, a legal system that places great 
importance on individual rights and 
individual responsibility. The word 
responsibility keeps appearing in any 
discussion of insurance. Responsibility 
is the keystone of the concept of 
liability, which Webster defines as “the 
state of being legally responsible to 
make good any loss or damage that 

curs in a, transaction. fers 
ed the ici tan for ater 
ponsibility® * and" "forcing" " the’ ” 


responsible party to make good on the 
loss “bringing suit for damages”. 
Insurance companies consider coverage 
on this process much more important 
than collision or theft coverage. 
Collision and theft deal with relatively 
small, easily measured amounts of 
money. Damage suits, or liability, deal 
with the intangibles of medical bills and 
‘mental anguish. The costs are higher, 
and directed toward a more general 
target: your entire estate. 
Unfortunately, property-oriented 
American society looks at specifics. 
Like you or I, Joe Biker thinks about 
protecting his motorcycle with 
insurance. He may also think about 
protecting his body. He wants insurance 
to pay his hospital bills and replace his 
wrecked motorcycle. Joe doesn’t think 
about his personal liability. The usual 
motorcycle insurance buyer tries to save 
money by buying the minimum amount 
of liability coverage. In most Western 
states, the minimum amount is 15,000 
dollars property damage; known as 
15/30/5. You can easily see where the 
emphasis lies. Property damage 
settlements generally cost the insurance 
company much less than liability 
settlements. Medical costs and other 


insurance company. They have hired 
lawyers to defend them, and you, 
against suits. They want to keep 
settlements low. When two people with 
insurance get involved in a suit, their 
insurance companies battle it out. The 
companies will arrive at a satisfactory 
settlement from their point of view, 
which may be satisfactory from yours, 
too. 

Most insurance companies would like 
you to believe that the insurance agent 
is a valued family counselor; a dedicated 
professional who protects his clients 
from the financial consequences of 
active living in our society. Many people 
see imsurance agents as pushers of a 
service that will return a nice profit. 
Unfortunately, you will encounter the 
second category most often in your 
search for motorcycle insurance. 

Motorcycle salesmen and shop 
owners take a crash course to pass the 
state licensing exam. They like the 
guaranteed twenty percent commission 
that accompanies every insurance sale 
which, in turn, accompanies every 
motorcycle sold on time. These 
gentlemen have their hands full just 
running their shops. They usually do 
not have time to study insurance and

intangibles can run a liability settlement 
up to fifty, or evern five-hundred 
thousand dollars. 

You could never afford the cost of 
such a settlement as an individual. Like 
Joe Biker, you may have pumped gas to 
buy that four-cylinder Flash. You may 
have gone into debt to buy a deadly, 
new Wolfpack motocrosser. You do not 
want to add to that burden. Many 
young motorcycle buyers would prefer 
to save some money ‘and take their 
chances. They don’t want to add 
seventy-five dollars a year to the price 
of that Wolfpack, but they pack to. 
They proceed to buy the minimum 
liability. Liability coverage is the only 
area where the insurance buyer has a 
choice on his motorcycle policy, and he 
will make the most of it. He may also be 
making a mistake. 

The extra liability coverage does not 
add much cost-to the price of a 
premium, and offers greater benefits for 
your dollar than the bulk of the 
coverage you buy. It is as close as you 
can come to a bargain in motorcycle 
insurance, 

Insurance may prove to be a blessing 
if not a bargain in another area: the 
courts. The workings of our legal system 
make it necessary to accuse someone of 
responsibility in any situation of loss. 
Sometimes lawyers will file knowingly 
false suits under the theory that the best 


defense is a good offense. Such a suit - 


may accuse the motorcyclist because he 
usually ahs the flimsiest protection and 
smallest resources. Even if the suit is 
false, you must mount a legal defense. If 
you have insurance, your interests then

the insurance contract they offer to 
you. Also, they cannot usually take the 
time to help out if you have a problem 
with your insurance, The shop owner is 
an insurance salesman. As a salesman, he 
is bound to the company. He cannot 
modify the insurance contact. He just 
sells you the insurance, 

The independent insurance agent has 
a little more power than the insurance 
salesman. The insurance companies 
compete for his business just as he 
competes for your business. The 
independent agent can use this power as 
a lever for your benefit in certain 
situations. Insuring through an 
independent agent allows you the 
maximum amount of flexibility possible 
with your insurance coverage. 
Unfortunately, these desirable 
intermediaries are in short supply right 


now. The independent insurance agent 
who carries motorcycle insurance is rare 
or non-existent in most part of the 
country. Growth in the number of 
motorcyclists will eventually bring 
growth in the number of independent 
motorcycle insurance agents. 

Motorcycling’s increasing popularity 
has already created a market for 
insurance companies which specialize in 
motorcycle insurance. Some of them 
may appear to be hole-in-the-wall 
outfits with cheesy names. This image is 
incorrect. No matter how small their 
hole and cheesy their name, all 
insurance underwriters have to meet 
state standards of capitalization and 
reserves. 


Insurance companies make money by $ 


pooling’ the resources of the many to 


pay for the losses of a few. They 
compile statistics which indicate the 
possible losses. The companies then 
calculate your insurance rates to cover 
these losses without depleting their 


reserves or exceeding the state 
regulations. 
Specialized statisticians, called 


actuaries, compile and interpret these 
statistics, thus the name actuarial tables. 
The real money-making potential in 
insurance comes from the required 
reserves. Rather than let the reserves sit 
around, the insurance companies 
arrange to break even with their 
premium income and turn a profit from 
the various investments they have made . 
with the reserves. 

A small insurance company cannot 
satisfy the state reserves requirement by 
itself. THe small specialty companies 
join together to meet the standards set 
by the state insurance commissioner. 
For this reason, most of the companies 
which specialize in motorcycle 
insurance are direct writers. They 
underwrite insurance on the reserves of 
a group, while a direct writer has 
sufficient resources to underwrite 
insurance policies on its own, For all 
practical purposes, these big companies 
take little interest in motorcycle 
insurance. They say that they have no 
motorcycle accident statistics to go on, 
so they don’t differentiate between 
motorcycle and automotive risk in their 
actuarial tables. 

The insurance companies you see on 
television commercials have left the 
motorcycle insurance field open for 
specialty companies like Elite, 
Eldorado, Interstate General, Universal 
Underwriters, Balboa, Maynard, and 
Reserve Insurance. You can also obtain 
insurance through membership in 
several organizations, such as M.O.R.E., 
AAA, and the A.M.A. These offers vary 
considerably, and you would be wise to 
study them well before relying on one 
of them for all of your insurance 
protection. The AAA seems to offer the 
best insurance of the groups — well 
worth checking into. 

An explanation of a typical 
motorcycle insurance-policy may help 
you to estimate the value of an 
insurance offer. First, the insurance 
companies use the same statistical 
sample to set their rates, so basic costs 
do not vary greatly from company to 
company. The differences occur in 
restrictions, add-on coverage, claims 
services, and deductibles. The average 
basic motorcycle insurance policy offers 
coverage in the following areas: 15/30/5 
bodily injury and property damage, 
liability, collision coverage, and 
comprehensive. The last is a term for 
fire, theft, vandalism, falling aircraft and 
other instances of loss specified by the 
company in your policy. 

All motorcycle insurance policies are 
restrictive. You must pay extra for 
uninsured motorist coverage, medical 
payments, driving another cycle, 
passenger liability, towing and road 
service, financial responsibility, and 
conversion, embezzlement and 
secretion. The last two items on that list 
are somewhat special and worth taking 
time out to explain. 

Financial responsibility coverage 
deals with the guy who just had an 
accident and has to meet the 
requirements of the state Financial 
Responsiblity Law. An insurance 
company can cover him in such a case, 
but the paperwork is lengthy and 
complex in such a case. This situation 
applies only to a person uninsured at 
the time of his accident. 

Conversion, embezzlement, and 
secretion coverage applies in a case 
where the loan company considers the 
motorcycle buyer a bad credit risk. The 
loan company will force the 
motorcyclist to buy the special 
coverage. That way, the loan company 
has protection if the buyer skips with 
the motorcycle. In some cases, a 
particular bank or loan company may 
require such coverage on every loan 
they make. The insurance companies 
may require such coverage on all the 
loans made by a bank which has asked 
for such coverage in the past. They want 
to spread out their risks. 

You should shop around to avoid 
these required options. Because the 
insurance company or the bank can 
force you to buy these coverages, they 
are different from the normal options, 
though they appear in the same list on 
most rate sheets. You don’t need them. 

Increased liability coverage is the 
only other option available on most 
motorcycle insurance policies. You can 


_ usually buy up to 100/100/10 liability 


coverage for around twenty- -five dollars. _ 
Unlike ‘the. basic 15/30/5" ability, | thẻ ˆ 
cost of the extra liability coverage does 


not vary according to the displacement 
of your cycle. That makes this option 
an insurance bargain, of sorts. Kind of 
like the new innertube you bought 
where they threw in a can of leak sealer 
for an extra fifty cents. You may never 
need the little knick-knack for as long as 
you live, but the one time it does get 
used makes it a bargain. 

In all seriousness, extra liability 
coverage doesn’t cost very much money, 
and could save you from financial ruin 
if you happen to be unlucky. Do not 
think that because you just turned 
eighteen and your estate consists of a 
motorcycle and a stereo that you 
cannot be sued for a quarter-of a million 
dollars if you make a mistake. The 
courts will relieve your parents of what 
they cannot take from you. For that 
reason alone, you parents might do well 
to consider making your son buy added 
liability coverage or, better yet, buy it 
for him. 

A study of several motorcycle 
insurance rate sheets show similarities in 
some areas, disparities in others. For 
example, the price for a full-coverage 
policy (comprehensive, collision and 
liability) for a 250 twin does not vary 
widely. The same holds true for every 
other size bike. The new 903 Kawasaki 
is an interesting exception to this 
statement. 


The average rate sheet puts this bike, - 


and the rest of the new crop of over 
725cc multi-cylinder superbikes, in the 
most expensive category. Multi-cylinder 
motorcycles cost more to insure than 
the equivalent single or twin. An 

*over-750cc multi costs twice as much to 
insure as a mere 750cc multi. However, 
one or two insurance companies will 
udnerwrite the new Kawasaki as a 750. 
It pays to ask about the cost of 
insurance when you price the new 
models, 

Variance in rates from company to 
company shows up in the deductibles. 
The deductible provision in an insurance 
policy makes you pay for the deductible 
amount in a claim, while the insurance 
pays for what is left over. In some case, 
this may be a large amount. In others, 
you may pay out one hundred dollars to 
get back fifty. 

The physical property, 
comprehensive, and collision coverages 
have this deductible provision. It can 
range from thirty-five to two hundred 
and fifty dollars, depending on the 
displacement of the motorcycle. 
Insurance. companies claim that this 
provision allows them to keep rates 
down by reducing the chance of false 
claims and paying for the cost of 
processing a claim. This may strike you 
as unfair. 

The variance in the deductible 
amount for a specific motorcycle from 

“company to company indicates a 
charge-what-you-can-get attitude on the 


part of motorcycle insurance 
companies. You should balance full 
coverage premium costs against 


deductible amount and compare several 
different companies. The results will 
help you to make a more informed and, 
‘possibly, less costly insurance decision. 

Here are some other tidbits of 
information that may help when you 
buy insurance. BMW’s and Moto-Guzzi’s 
cost about as much to insure as a 450cc 
motorcycle. San Francisco residents can 
expect to add fifty percent to the cost 
of a regular motorcycle insurance 
premium. Extended forks add a 
comparable amount to your premium 
cost. Motorcycle Drivers Education gets 
you a ten percent discount, as does 
insuring a second cycle with the same 
company. An approved anti-theft device 
removes five percent from your 
premium, while custom equipment adds 
ten percent of its own value to your 
cost. 

These last three are worth taking a 
closer look at. Motorcycle insurance 
companies claim that theft is their 


number one problem. To a certain 
extent, they’re right: motorcycles are 
easy to steal. A large number of them 
change hands illegally each year. The 
insurance companies use this fact as a 
justification for high rates. Yet they 
offer more incentive to bring them new 
business than they do to fight their 
number one problem. This may make 
sense from a business point of view, but 
it rubs the insurance buyer the wrong 
way. 

Custom equipment may do the same 
thing. Like cars, motorcycles often 
become instruments of personal 
expression. That neat fiberglass tank 
makes your bike unique. A thief might 
agree. Insurance for that tank adds ten 
percent of its value to the cost of your 
premium. If the tank, or bike gets 
stolen, you may not even get that ten | 
percent back after.'the premium Costs, 


depreciation, and deductible get added 
up. If you decide to customize your 
motorcycle, buy a chain or alarm. Take 
the discount for the anti-theft device 
and forget about insuring your custom 
items. You will find yourself better off 
in the long run. Just present the receipt 
for the device to your insurance agent 
or salesman. i 
Thus far, this discussion of insurance 
has dealt with coverage for licensed 
street-legal motorcycles only. You can 
buy insurance for your dirt bike, but it 
is very restricted. The insurance 
companies offer comprehensive 
coverage only; you cannot buy liability 
or uninsured motorist coverage. You 
can buy collision coverage, usually for 
twenty-five dollars, but it carries a one 
hundred dollar deductible. In most 
cases, the deductible exceeds the 
premium. Clearly, insurance for your 
dirt bike offers protection in one area; 
loss from theft. You will probably find 
that a strong chain and a locked garage 
are cheaper. . 
One last item: Motorcycle insurance 
companies do have the- equivalent of 
good driver discounts. In addition to the 
discount for motorcycle drivers 
education, the insurance company may 
reduce your premium ten percent per 
claim-free year. At the same time, the 
company will usually reduce your 


deductible amount twenty-five dollars 
per year until it reaches a fifty dollar 

That about does it for motorcycle 
insurance. There isn’t much more to 
tell. I hope you haven’t gotten too

favor. You can reread any part of this 
article that you do not understand but, 
in a motorcycle showroom, the pressure 
is on to buy that bike and take it home. 
Don’t let yourself be hurried. 

The most intelligent thing you can 
do when the time comes to buy 
insurance is take the time to read the 
insurance contract. Do not be 
embarrassed if you don’t understand 
some of the legal language. The 
insurance salesman has the 
responsibility to explain to you 
everything that you don’t understand. 
Every sentence in an insurance contract 
can be explained by the salesman in 
words of one syllable. If you do not 
catch on right away, ask him to explain 
again. Ask him to write all of the 
mathematics down on paper where you 
can see and understand them. If the 
salesman will not take the time to do 
this for you, do not buy your insurance, 
or motorcycle, from him. 

After all of this, do you still want to 
know how to get a real good deal on 
motorcycle insurance? Okay, I’ll tell 
you. Take motorcycle drivers education. 
Then buy two minibkes equipped with 
crash bars and theft alarms. Never ride 
them anywhere. You won’t pay very 
much for insurance, but you won’t need 
it, either. If you decide to buy insurance 
anyway, keep your wits about you. Try 
to define your insurance needs before 
you sit down with that salesman. Don’t 
let him oversell you, and don’t undersell 
yourself in coverage. And good luck.

‘preview at Ontario, the officials of 


Birmingham Small Arms talked about 
“putting BSA back on top.” The 
machine that they set forth as one of 
the main rungs on the ladder to the top 
was the same basic bike that originally 
came to light a few years ago as a 
custom BSA Rocket Three. It had some 
of the appeal of a chopper — longish 
forks and a small tank. However, it was 
also going to handle, they said. It was 
designed by an American, Craig Vetter, 
and was designed with the Yankee 
market in mind, Then the time sort of 
glided by and the design faded from the 
public mind. Then word came down 
that BSA wasn’t going to make any 
more street machines, and the last 
lingering memory of it was erased. 

And indeed, the BSA trick triple was 


dead. But then, at the Ontario new 
model show, it was reborn — 
Triumph. Not surprising really; the only 
differences between the Triumph and 
Beesa Threes was outside the engine. 
Vetter’s BSA-turned-Triumph was the 
climax of their new model show, and, 
they hoped, the first step on the road 
back to The Top. When the subject of 
this test, the Triumph X-75 Hurricane, 
arrived, we were prepared to be won 
over. 

The machine looks very appealing, 
you see, It begs to be ridden. Where we 
expected something in the vein of the 
Norton Hi-Rider or a relative to the 
Harley Super-Glide we found a bike that 
looked like it was also very concerned 
about being seriously ridden. 

It is pretty; Craig Vetter’s Triumph 
nee BSA has all the best automotive 
showmanship of a well-executed

chopper. The engine is an excellent 
base; the Beesumph 750 Triple may 
very well be the. prettiest engine in 
motorcycledom. It looks and sounds 
powerful and exciting. That it may not 
be. the most sophisticated 
available is of little concern. It looks 
right and performs more than 
adequately. 

The highly polished 
complemented by several other nicely 
finished parts. The exhaust pipes are the 
most striking feature if you are standing 
on the right side of the machine. They 
are beautifully chromed with no seams 
and all three exit the right side of the 
motorcycle.

Nestled among the large important 
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Handling was light and very predictable, particularly with the power on. 
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pieces are some nice small details. The 
ugly, hard-to-use Lucas switches are 
gone from the bars. There is one switch, 
a combination horn and dimmer: 
prettier and easier to use. There are no 
turn signals, but they will appear in 
1973 upon the insistence of the Feds. 
The exhaust system will also have to be 
a tad quieter, although we weren’t able 
to find it objectionable the way it was. 
The headlight has a unique mounting 
bracket. A single stem splits to bracket 
the light and mount at the usual place 
on the shell. It looked pretty, but it 
wasn’t stable enough to keep the beam 
from bouncing around over bumps. 
Even though the major components 
seemed to have been designed for looks 
rather than function, they all worked 
very well. The seat looked 
uncomfortable, but we couldn’t have 
asked for more. The tank held gas,

_ although not an excessive amount. At 
24 MPG the gas would last about 70 to 
75 miles, Reserve wouldn’t go over ten 
miles. But then we discovered as we 
went along that the machine wasn’t 
meant for touring. 

Besides the limited range to hinder 
touring, there was vibration. At first it 
vibrated quite badly, but as it broke in, 


the vibration only came to your 
attention when you were running at 


high speed on a straight road. It would 
be fatiguing in all-day use. 

If it wasn’t a tourer, it did have most 
of the requirements to be a good street 
bike. In addition to being good looking 
and flashy (very important on Friday 
and Saturday nights) it performed well, 
felt controllable, and was pleasant to 
operate, The bars are the style that have 
graced Triumphs over the years and not 
the ugly, uncomfortable ones that are 
being installed on most of the other 
1973 line of Triumph street machines. 
They are wide and flat and in the right 
place. The width even allows enough 
leverage to play in the dirt. 

Previous experience with Triumph 
transmissions had left a bad taste in our 
mouths and a sore spot on our feet. The 
five speed in the Hurricane was a 
revelation, It was positive and well 
spaced. Although it didn’t miss shifts, 
occasional difficulty was experienced in 
locating neutral, mostly due to the 
absence of a neutral indicator light. 
Unlike one publication which termed 
the five speed “possible motorcycling’s 
easiest, working transmission”, we found 
that the transmission did take-a fair 
amount of pressure to shift — enough 
that the top of your foot would get sore 
if you were wearing light shoes. We also 
found that, because of the placement of 
the peg relative to the shift lever, it was - 
necessary to move your right foot 
forward to shift. 

The clutch wasn’t up to the same 
standards as the transmission. It slipped 
when we got it. It slipped more when it 
went back. It slipped hot or cold, and it 
slipped no matter what we did to adjust 
it. At first we thought that the problem 
was the cable which was just not 
smooth and possibly hanging up. 
Lubricating it made the pull a little 
easier (although it was still pretty stiff), 
but the clutch just kept on slipping. 
There is room for improvement here. 

Another disappointment was the 
braking. The rear brake was over 
sensitive and the front brake lacked 

ower. The rear brake’s problem 
probably stems from the linkage and 
pedal layout. A glance at one of the 
photographs accompanying this test will 
show that the brake pedal is not very 
long. In fact, it was placed almost in the 
arch of the rider’s foot. The 
misplacement combines with the 
oversensitivity to make it very easy to 
lock up. Once mastered, however, it is a 
very strong brake, and with a passenger 
it works out very well. 

The front brake didn’t have any 
moments of glory. Ours seemed to be 
especially bad. It was out of round, and 
hard applications would do little more 
than cause the front end to shudder 
severely. A good replacement would be 
the disc that is being used on the other 
Triumph 750’s. Why they didn’t put the

Many motorists, particularly cycle 
riders, have never really thought about 
why there are so many vibes among 
safety types about wearing helmets 
when riding, and safety belts when 
driving. Well, a lot of it has to do with 
the urgent need for preventing damage 
to the head in the event of an accident. 

It’s pretty obvious that in an auto 
accident, occupants not using 
restraining devices will be thrown about 
and smashed against unyielding surfaces. 
But with the motorcyclists, even a 
low-speed accident is far more 
hazardous. What gives? Why is the head 
so susceptible to damage? It appears to 
be tougher than other parts of the body, 


Some might even think of it as being a 
fairly solid mass. 

“Driver” decided to talk to a man 
who knows some of the answers, yet is 
not down on motorcycles. In fact, Dr. 
von Hazmburg is an avid motorcyclist 
who rides almost daily with great 
enjoyment, He knows what it’s like to 
ride on the open road, free and 
unhelmeted with the wind rushing 
through his hair. But he also sees it from 
the other side and knows riding without 
a helmet, or driving unrestrained by 
safety belts is not worth the risk. Here’s 
why... 

THE HEAD IS DIFFERENT 

There are certain aspects of the head

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is the inability of brain cells to heal or 
regenerate. In other words, damage to 
the brain (the center of man’s physical 
being) is not repairable. Skin and muscle 
lacerations can be sewn together, bones 
repositioned, and severed blood vessels 
reconnected, but damaged brain cells 
can never be repaired, by any means. 

As if in realization that brain 
damages is permanent, nature provided 
a well-designed skull which acts as a 
brain cradle. It is not easily fractured by 
the bangs and bumps of ordinary 
hazards, The skull bones of an adult are 
thick and unyielding...to a points. 
However, skulls will not withstand most 
impacting forces resulting from the 
speed of travel of current motorcycles 
and cars. In such situations the skull 
bones will break and even fragment 
when forced against such objects as 
pavements, bridge abutments, 
windshields, telephone poles, and so on. 

You might think that, even though 
the skull is broken or cracked, maybe 
everything might still be okay after 
some medical attention. Like, isn’t the 
brain sort of a tough, rubbery mass? 
Well, it’s just not that way at all. The 
brain really is quite soft, and overlayed 
with delicate blood vessels and 
connective tissue. It can be moved 
gently but is easily damaged. 

YOUR BRAIN “FLOATS” 

The brain is cushioned to some 
extent by its arrangement in the skull 
where it is surround by a layer of 
cerebrospinal fluid. Weird as it may 
seem, it is able to move about inside the 
skull, and can be thought of as sort of 
“floating.” Herein lies another danger. 
If a head propelled at slow speed strikes 
another object, natural safety features 
such as thick scalp tissue and bone, and 
the hydraulic cushioning of the 
cerebrospinal fluid, will safeguard the 
brain. But if the head is moving very 
fast, the “floating” brain will slam into 
the inside of the skull. This situation is 
comparable to the momentum which 
carries an unbelted auto passenger 
forward into interior structures after the 
motion of the car has been abruptly 
halted. 

When a severe deceleration or 
acceleration causes a brain to slam into 
the inner skull, the brain tissue may 
swell, This swelling is a serious matter 
because there is little room for 
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expansion. If a brain is put under 
pressure in this manner, or as a result of 
an outpouring of blood through 
damaged blood vessels, the result is 
often fatal. 

Blood can accumulate quickly inside 
an injured (but not necessarily 
fractured) skull, because the brain is 
supplied with approximately one sixth 
of the blood pumped by the heart. Also, 
the blood vessels of the brain are 
different from the run-of-the-mill type 
found elsewhere in the body. Instead of 
constricting after being cut or torn, they 
tend to remain open, They lack the 
elasticity found in other vessels, so tend 
to bleed easier. And, of course, it is not 
possible to stop the bleeding by 
applying pressure as in the case of a cut 
arm or leg, 

So, the only way to stop the bleeding 
and avoid the fatal results of pressure 
build-up within the skull is through 
delicate brain surgery. Sometimes after 
a severe blow to the head a patient will 
appear to recover and not require 
further attention. When this happens, it 
is not unusual for the symptoms of 
hemorrhaging to show up at a later date. 
The brain may have been bruised so that 
a slow blood seepage occurs which must 
be arrested surgically is possible. 

CUT A WORM IN HALF 

In certain animals, 
earthworm, the nervous system is 
somewhat decentralized. In man this 
isn’t the case, Even though nerves are 
spread to every part of the body, the 
control of all nerve activity and body 
functions is centralized in the brain. 
This is a lot of power and responsibility 
for such a small piece of the body 
(approximately two ‘percent of total 
body weight). This centralization 
coupled with the delicate nature of the 
brain, and the permanence of brain 
damage, make this organ deserving of 
maximum protection. Most 
motorcyclists know they run a greater 
risk of accidents than the auto driver, 
due in part to the relative “invisibility” 
of a cycle to other motorists and the 
lack even of sheetmetal protection. 
“Driver” feels that if a motorcyclist 
understands some of these unusual facts 
about the brain, and acknowledges the 
high-risk factor of riding, he will wear a 
helmet all the time he rides. We hope so.

Most of these tracks develop, 
in one form or another, into a tight 
groove track. In many cases, this can be 
a very rough groove, especially entering 
the turn where brakes (or compression 
release) are applied to get whipped 
around to exit the turn in the opposite 
direction. 

The typical sportsman racer rides a 
production dirt racer of a type usually 
designed for motocross. In most cases, 
this results in much bucking, ptching, 
and, in general, not being able to keep 
on the aforementioned groove. Combine 
this with the typical sportsman racer’s 
everpresent desire for more horsepower, 
and you have a good reason for the 
growing popularity of these races with 
the paying spectators. 

Crossed-up, full bore down the short 
straight, lock up the rear wheel, and 
Boom! Right into the end wall!

situations was tempered with the reality 
provided by his two riders who reported 
the feedback from each race. These 
riders were riding an Ossa TT Special 
and a Honda XL 250 in basically stock 
configuration, with modifications 
accumulating as time passed. These 
changes resulted in some class wins but 
not domination, so Goldstrand began 
building his weapon. 

The machine is built around a new 
five-speed Ossa 175 engine. Ossa was 
chosen for its previously demonstrated 
reliability and it’s wide power band 
characteristics. The bore is 54mm and 
the stroke is 60mm. It breathes through 
a 29mm Amal. 

Horsepower was somewhat on the 
low side in stock form, so some mild 
porting was done to allow the machine 
to produce a little more power 
maintaining the torquey output. A 
peaky machine is extremely hard to 
control on the small dirt tracks. 

In looking for a frame, there were 
several choices available. The Dallas 
Baker short track frame was chosen, and 
it proved to be the perfect decision. 
Welding on the frame is better than 
outstanding; it is flawless. It comes 
unpainted and was painted a gloss black. 

At this point, running gear had to be 
chosen. The object was to keep the 
weight of the machine as low as possible

and yet maintain the absolute reliability 
necessary for these indoor races. Honda 
running gear was chosen. The new 
XL250 Honda and the new 350 Honda 
Four were chosen as parts donors for 
the machinery transplant. 

The front and rear rims are the 21” 
and 18” rims from the XL250 Honda. 


The front is spoked to a spool, while the ` 


rear is more unique. The front hub and 
disc brake assembly were taken from 
the 350 Honda Four and laced to the 
250 rear rim, At this time, an adaptor 
was machined to allow the brake pads 
to hang from the rear axle, and a 
snowmobile tie-rod was used to connect 
this assembly to the frame. On the other 
side of the hub, a plate was milled to 
form an adaptor that would bolt on to 
the hub and accept an XL250 sprocket, 
while lining up with the Ossa drive line. 
This was milled out of a block of 
aluminum and great care was used to 
assure accuracy in the line up and light 
weight of the component. 

Front suspension was a difficult 
decision. Honda XL250 front forks 
were chosen and have proved to be 
excellent in function and...rugged! Ossa 
triple-clamps hang this front end 


assembly to the frame. 
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Seat and tank were becoming a 
worrisome matter. What to use...with 
the profusion of products available to 
the public? It was decided that the 
machine should look as much like an 
Ossa as possible, but the masses of 
fiberglass were far too heavy. 
Offhandedly, Goldstrand set an Ossa 
Mick Andrews Replica Trials tank and 
seat on the bike. These, along with a 
plastic rear fender, combined to finish a 
bike that weighs 170 Ibs. wet! 

Tires are a matter of rider preference, 
but as in the case of Pirellis at Ascot, a 
Barum Trials mounted on the rear has 
proven unbeatable. In the races the bike 
has run at two Oregon indoor tracks, 
the bike is in the high point slots for its 
class at both tracks. 

It has won every heat race entered, 
three of five Trophy Dashes, and several 
Main events, a record Goldstrand can be 
proud of. The bike handles far better 
than any of the other machines. This is 
born witness to by the outside passing 
the riders can, and do, use when 
necessary. Lary it down and wick it on! 

They aren’t lingering over the spoils 
of victory for long. Goldstrand is now 
planning a 350 Honda Four Half-miler. 
When it’s done, you’ll see it here.

About two hundred Expert 


' motocrossers decided that they could 


make more riding a motorcycle than 
betting on the Superbowl and 
consequently turned up at Baymare to 
do battle. For Bob Messer, Gary Jones, 


and Bill Payne that was borne out in 


fact. Each of the three took home $300 
for their efforts. 

The prolific turnout forced the 
promoter to divide all classes into two 
divisions for the first two motos. For 
the third moto, the top fifteen of each 
qualifier met to pick a winner. 

The 125s elected, by a hand vote, to 
use the new “Razorback Hill.” By the 
third moto about 75% of them no 
doubt regretted the decision. The hill 


_proved to be the undoing of not only 


125 riders but the larger bikes too. In the 
third moto of the 125s the hill was 
abandoned after a twenty-plus bike 
pile-up on the ridge. 

The 125 class was the most hotly 
contested, in part due to the rapidly 
changing scene at “Razorback Hill.” 
Every lap another rider would disappear 
accompanied by a few silent prayers at 
the start-finish line. In the end Bob 
Messer on a Don Emler Penton got up 
and over more often and more reliably 
for top prize. His journey was in the 
ever present company of Dan LaPorte, 
Jeff Vidic and Mark Smith. LaPorte and 
Vidic were actually the favored riders in 
the third moto, but lackluster finishes 
for both dropped them to the second 
and fourth positions. Marty Smith 
(Mon) came through with a strong third 
moto finish, accompanied by a first in 
the second, to take home third place 
winnings. 

The first 250 moto left a foreboding 
of what was to come with a first lap 
pile-up and a restart. Rich Eirstedt from 
American Motocross sure wishes those 
guys could have gotten over the tunnel 
as his second start didn’t come off quite 
as strong as the first.

Haney was caught on the starting line 
with a dead engine but was. given the 
benefit of the doubt by the starter.

Rookie Tom White and 
Keith Mashbum, also on Triumph, were 
having their own dice for third place 
with Mashburn getting by at the 
halfway point to take over.

The rest of the race he had to hold 
off Harley-mounted Dan White, brother 
of Tom White. 

The Novice class found a raft of new 
riders and new equipment with most 
being mounted on 360cc single 
two-strokes that are now legal under the 
new rules. But ome Novice, Bob 
Hosford,- showed up: with an older 
well-tuned Honda 350 twin and might 
have won it all if he hadn’t tried too 
hard too soon in the Main event.

The left Cole all alone and way out 
front for his first win as a pro. He calls 
Pacifica home and was on a 360 single. 
Hosford had the only four-stroke 
entered in the Novice class and it is 
definitely not one of the newest 
Hondas. 

The Arizona jumpers, Rex Blackwell 
and Gary Davis took their first rides as 
professional AMA racers. The two are

It was also announced at Ascot 
during the riders meeting that a two day 
short track and Half-mile will take place 
at El] Centro, California on Saturday and 
Sunday, March 10-11, It will be AMA 
sanctioned and the combined purses will 
total $3,000.

good brake on the most expensive 
machine in their line is a mystery to us. 

The other bits and pieces that are 
involved in running down the road work 
out well. The suspension is very good, It 
carries out both its functions, absorbing 
the road surface and allowing the 
machine to go where you want it to, 
quite well. Handling is different from 
other Triumphs, The machine corners 
best with power on. With it off, the 
X-75 feels unsure. It could be ridden 
moderately fast through our favorite 
section of mountain road without being 
scary. There was a slight amount of 
oscillation when being pushed hard 
through fast, slightly rippled turns. 

One of the other things that the 
machine did satisfactory was play on 
dirt roads. The suspension and 
down-low engine power helped. The 
front tire was an Avon rib and not very 
game for this sort of fooling around. 
The rear was satisfactory for hard dirt 
roads, It was a Dunlop K-81, an 
excellent tire for the road which is 
where the bike will be used 99.9% of 
the time. Unfortunately, Triumph i 


considering a change to K-70’s which 
are just not as good for street use. 

The big pushrod three-cylinder 
engine is at the heart of the machine. Its 
good looks are matched by the 
high-strung-big-bore sound and a good 
deal of mechanical noise. It starts easily; 
three kicks will always do it with proper 
priming, even when cold. The vibration 
wasn’t severe enough to irritate when 
you were out scooting around the hills 
or contending the stoplight grands prix 
around town. It only came to the 


surface of your consciousness when you 
were allowed a lot of time to think 
about the machine on long straight 
rides. The inlet guide seals let some oil 
into the combustion chambers causing 
the Hurricane to smoke some. There

was just a little oil leakage. Only a few 
drops appeared beneath the bike in the 
six or seven hundred miles that we rode 
it. More oil was to be seen around the 
primary case gasket. The only other part 
of the bike that was blessed by crud was 
the right rear fender which has the 
escaping exhaust gases passing over it. 
Some of the exhaust crud stuck, 

The carburetors are Amals. Throttle 
response was not particularly immediate 
either upon opening or closing. If you 
dove into a turn it could get alarming 
when the lack of throttle response was 
combined with the lack of braking, The 
choke was the usual lever but was hung 
on the carbs rather than on the bars. 

The oil filler and dipstick are under 
the seat. It takes a minute or two to get 
at them. The footpegs fold. Redline is at 
7800 (although it would wind well past 
that if you weren’t careful), but it was 
not noted on the dial. The front fork 
seals seeped a little bit. The reset knob 
on the trip meter was hard to use and 
would pull out now and then, 

What it all comes down to is whether 
you’ are willing to put $2350 (money 
enough to buy two street-touring 
machines or a street bike and a dirt bike 
or three small bikes, etc.) into a 
machine that is a limited use 
motorcycle, albeit a beautiful one, The 
person who has to consider it is a rider 
who wants a machine that will be 
competitive on the stoplight 
quarter-mile circuit, that will turn the 
heads of the tootsies on Main Street on 
Saturday night, that will impress his 
style-conscious riding buddies, and that 
will still be fun to ride on Snaketrack 
Canyon Road. Because BSA will only 
make a limited number of them, the 
Hurrican will be unique, and that counts 
for a lot. The price tag is a little difficult 
to deal with perhaps, but then it is 
considerably cheaper than building your 
own. Chances are that it works better, 
too.

It is not necessary to. wait until all 


conditions for making the revolution | 


exist; the insurrection can create them.”

Che died, in 1967, trying to promote 
a revolution in Bolivia, a Latin 
American country where “all the 
conditions” did not exist. 

District 37 is now considering, 
through its member clubs, a 
revolutionary action, the ending of its 
association with the American 
Motorcycle Association. The first 
skirmish in the revolution was a chaotic 
District meeting in which it was decided 
that the delegrates would ask their clubs 
for instructions on the question and 
would come to the following meeting 
prepared to vote on the question. 

One of the first problems is — Just 
what is the question? Everyone was 
talking about ‘voting the District out of 
the AMA,” but this just isn’t possible in 
any real sense because the District, as an 
entity, has no legal ties with the AMA. 
According to Bill Adams, the District 
was incorporated in 1949 or 
thereabouts with no reference in the 
incorporation papers to the AMA. The 
District did have an AMA charter at one 
time, but this apprently ended in the 
reign of Bill Berry. You cannot 
terminate an association which does not 
legally exists In essence, the clubs are 
each individually tied to the AMA and 
the District acts as a coordinator. 

So what can be done? It would seem 
that in order to sever the District’s 
“relationship” with the AMA, the clubs 
will each have to agree to refrain from 
applying for AMA sanctions for their 
events; to not require AMA membership 
as a condition of competition, and to 
give up their indivdual club charters. 
Several possiblities exist. 1.) The status 
quo could prevail, as has happened 
several times before. 2.) All of the clubs 
could sever their relationships with the 
AMA and the District would become an 
entity similar t the New England Sports 
Committee. 3.) Some clubs could drop 
out and some remain. In this case, the 

~ AMA would have the nucleus of a new 
District 37, smaller, but undoubtedly 
more committed, If this happened, the 
clubs outside might be in for a pretty 
tough time. Bureaucracies like to deal 
with large organizations and I would bet 
that the “outside” clubs would have 
much greater difficulty in dealing with 
the BLM, the Forest Service and the 
insurance companies than the AMA 
affiliates. 

The ostensible cause of the current 
friction is AMA’s 1973 program which 
has two highly inflammable 
characteristics: the dues were raised to 
$12 per year and the insurance plan was 
substantially revised in a manner most 
riders in District 37 do not consider 
acceptable. 

Let’s first look at the insurance. The 
AMA initiated insurance for 
competitors two years ago with a 
program of moderate benefits at an 
unreasonably low cost. Anyone even 
reasonably knowledgable about 
motorcycling and insurance knew that 
program could not last. It’s a rare desert 
race that does not result in at least one 
broken bone. Assume that the cost of 
repair on an average is $1500. Some 
injuries, of course, run much higher and 
many will cost less but that’s a fair 
estimate for the average. Assume for the 
sake of easy arithmetic, that there are 
100 events a year and 1,000 riders in 
the district. The cost in claims would be 
$8400, while the income from the 
premiums would be about $3500. Even 
if the assumed figures are 100% off, it’s 
still obvious that the insurance was not 
a viable proposition from the insurance 
company’s point of view. 

The insurance company took a bath, 
losing close to $1,000,000 according to 
the AMA. That seems about right. The 
AMA would have us believe that the 
insurance company just made a 
“mistake” because they had no previous 
experience in this field. That however, 
seems somewhat naive. Insurance 
companies that make million dollar 
mistakes just don’t exist, or at least not 
for long. It seems much more likely that 
they gave us a highly favorable package 
to start with in order to sell the 
product, much like a company that 
gives. you your first bar of soap or tube 
of toothpaste at 50% off so that you’ll 
try it. The AMA bought the product 
and now the price is going up to full 
retail. 

This year the insurance company has 
given the AMA a program on which 
they should make some money. By 
having $1,000 deductible they have, in 
essence, turned the policy into a “major 


medical” plan in which far few people 
will be able to collect. Again using horse 
sense logic, while we know that guys 
break something at almost every race, 
really serious injuries don’t occur all 
that often. Under the new plan (basic) 
the guy who breaks a collar bone or a 
toe or fractures a couple ribs won’t 
collect anything. For the guy who really 
gets hurt, though, this insurance could 
literally be a life-saver and possilby a 
home saver as well. 

The expressed attitude of many of 
those that I talked to at the meeting 

as, “Well we don’t need it. Keep your 
insurance and bring the dues back down 
to $2 a year.” The “we don’t need it” 
part is questionable enough; there are 
undoubtedly a lot of guys racing who 


.don’t have any other insurance who just 


might be too proud to stand up and say 
so. But the remainder of the statement, 
the “dues back down to $2” bit is pure 
nonsense. You might as well tell them 
to take the. “‘extra enriched vitamins” 
out of a loaf of bread and bring it back 
down to 20 cents a loaf, or take the 
filters of of cigarettes and bring the cost 
back down to 18 cents a pack. It'll 
never happen. 

In all probability (the AMA isn’t 
saying at the moment) the new 
insurance program is going to cost the 
AMA about the same or less than last 
year’s, which is to say about $3.50 of 
each $12 collected in dues. Again, use a 
bit of horse sense logic. How many road 
riding members of the AMA are going to 
pay $6 or $8 apiece to provide dirt 
racers with insurance? The AMA has to 
keep the cost of the dirt rider’s 
insurance down to the small change 
level on a per person basis if they are 
going to keep their road riding 
members. Remember that many of the 
road riders don’t ride any kind of event 
and don’t belong to any club, so it’s 
easy for them to not renew their 
membership. Don’t think the AMA isn’t 
aware of this. 

It might also be a good thing to 
remember that the road riders are 
picking up probably half the tab for 
whatever insurance we have, whenever 
you’re tempted to gripe about the 
“high” price. The insurance is probably 
about as good a deal as you’re ever 
going to get out of an insurance 
company, so I don’t think it’s much of 
an argumen for dropping out of the 
AMA. Three dollars and fifty cents a 
year is hardly going to break anyone. 

That, however, doesn’t mean that 
I'm fully sold on the AMA. This year 
the AMA will extract from Southern 
California something in the 
neighborhood of a quarter of a million 
dollars. Maybe 25% of that money will 
be spent on insurance. No argument, 
from me at least, on that. At least I 
know what I’m getting for that portion. 
But what about the rest? What is 
Southern California going to get for 
roughly $190,000? 

Most of the money is going for the 
AMA’s expansion program. The AMA is 
moving into a dozen new areas and 
trying to do things that it has never 
done before. They’re becoming involved 
in politics, legislative action, yourth 
programs, and the promotion of the 
sport and themselves. They are also 
trying to make this country a first-rate 
ISDT power on the international: scene. 

How often have you heard someone 
say, “The only time we ever see the 
AMA is when they come around to 
collect their money,” I’ve only been on 
this scene for a few years but I’ve heard 
it a dozen times or so. So has the AMA 
and now they’ve done something about 
it. They now have ten “regional staff 
men” riding around the country in 
bright yellow vans. With ten vans, ten 
salaries and ten year’s expenses, they’ve 
“done something about it” to the tune 
of about $250,000. What are these guys 
going to do besides be “visible?” I don’t 
know. Mike Hinshaw is going to be our 
highly visible proof of the AMA’s love 
for us. Mike’s a nice guy but he isn’t an 
expert in anything and if I’m going to 
pay $25,000 for a bright yellow AMA 
omament, I think I’d rather have 
Raquel Welch riding in-it. Even better 
though, would be a good lobbyist or a 
sharp land use lawyer. 

The AMA has been getting involved 
in politics. This is both good and very 
necessary. There are one hell of a lot of 
anti-motorcycle people in public office 
and if we don’t get ride of a few of 
them we’ll be riding our bikes in our 
living rooms, (if we can get them quiet 
enough). But getting rid of them take a 
non-partisan effort, focusing only on 
the politician’s attitude toward bikes 
and, to date, the AMA’s effort has been 
anything but non-partisian. 

I don’t even like to think about the 
money the AMA blew trying to impress

Nixon, who’s not in a position to do us 
any good and has already done about all 
“the mischief that he can. So far I’ve seen 
no effort on behalf of people who could 
really help. One hopeful note is that Bill 
Low and Chet Winter, the Nixon 
flunkies, are both gone, Maybe that’s a 
sign that times are changing. 

On the legislative front, there has 
been little of significance so far. The 
AMA has helped with helmet legislation 
in Michigan but that’s about it. Their 
man was down here investigating the El 
Cajon-BLM hassle, but when he spoke 
to the District he was unable to pledge 
full support for the club. To my way of 
thinking, the AMA’s chief benefit to us 
can be the help they can provide in 
fighting these land use problems. When 
we’re kicking a quarter million into 
their pot, it seems to me we should 
demand full backing on our land use 
problems, even if they have to seel 
Hinshaw’s yellow truck to pay for it. In 
fact, considering the amount of moeny 
the AMA is getting from these parts, it 
would not seem a bit unreasonable to 
demand that they assign both a land use 
lawyer and a lobbyist to us, or perhaps 
to the Pacific states. If they decide to 
do this, however, I hope they’ll buy 
them a Xerox machine, a postage meter 
and some address lists rather than 
yellow trucks! 

Some of the other AMA programs 
are too new to really evaluate. They 
now have a youth program which 
sounds good on*paper. They have a 
roving “good will ambassador” doing 
public relations work on a motorcycle 
which might produce some valuable 
returns. I understand 
developing a genuine Enduro 
Championship series that will produce a 
real national champ. Bob Steffan and I 
are very glad to hear that. We really 
want a crack at those Eastern dudes. 

The AMA’s mos notable success so 
far has been with the ISDT effort. We 
now not only have a competitive team 
but the ISDT“ for the first time, is going 


they are, 


to be held in this country. This is, of 
course, important to ISDT fans, but it’s 
also going to be very important in terms 
of the prestige that will come to 
motorcycling in general through this 
competition, It could very well wind up 
being covered on network television, all 
to our very great benefit. 

Another promising program is an 
AMA news letter which is to be mailed 
to all members (unlike their monthly 
which is on a subscription basis and 
could probably be dropped without 
serious loss). 

There are several facts that must be 
recognized. First, the AMA is the only 
existing National organization for 
motorcyclists; it is thé only organization 
that can represent us in Washington. 
Like it or not, the AMA is this country’s 
FIM affiliate. If we want to participate 
in international competition, even as 
spectators, we need the FIM, and thus 
the AMA. 

New England is doing well without 
the AMA. They are, in fact, far ahead of 
us in many areas. Massachusetts has a 
network of established motorcycle 
trails. They have enduro and motocross 
schools which are a real benefit to the 
riders. But, they left the AMA with a 
real plan and a real leader, Bob Hicks. 
They thought they could do things 
better; they weren’t just bolting, If I 
thought we could take the. quarter 
million dollars the AMA is getting from 
Southern California and put it to use in 
land use and legislative programs, I 
would be somewhat in favor of 
abandoning the- AMA. But at the 
present time such an idea is ludicrous. 

It is only necessary to look at the last 
District meeting to see our current state 
of development. I tape-recorded the 
meeting. If the voices weren’t so deep 
you might have thought it was a grade 
school club. A man who was a guest, 
who was prepared to talk to us on a 
particular subject, was harangued and

How does your club feel about the 
AMA? How do they feel about their 
$1000 deductible insurance through the 
AMA? 

At the Sports Committee meeting 
January 4, John Townsend of the 
Stump Jumpers brought this subject to 
the floor with a motion that clubs not 
demand to see your AMA card before 
letting you race, What this boils down 
to is an informal withdrawal from AMA. 
That is, District 37 would still belong, 
but there wouldn’t be any private 
members. (You want to pay $12 for 
something everybody else is getting 
free?) The howling mob left little doubt 
as to what the members present thought 
about our insurance coverage and the 
AMA in general. 

Gene Wierwhan, attorney for AMA 
rose to speak to us, but he wanted to 
make a presentation, 
wanted him to answer direct questions. 
Tempers flared on both sides. , 


Presently, members of District 37 
and 38 (although by no means are we 
the only ones involved) are upset with 
the AMA for several reasons. First, we 
wanted to fight the State of California 
on the little green. stickie rip-off. No 
action. Second, we wanted to fight BLM 
and J. Russell Penney over his land grab. 
AMA said they would look into it and 
indeed the fee was lowered from $2 per 
head to $1. This was accomplished 
mainly through the efforts of Ron 
Sloan, a member of District 37’s Board 


and the body . 


of Directors — not an AMA official. We 
understand that Ron spent several 
thousand of his own dollars fighting this 
battle. Third, El Cajon M.C. Mr. 
Weirwahn assured the members of the 
Sports Committee that the AMA was 
working on the problem, but the one 
word that sticks in my mind is 
“negotiate.” To me that is synonomous 
with compromise. El Cajon M.C. does 
not want to compromise and if you 
polled the district you would find that 
99% of us are ready to fight. 

Mr. Wierwhan has made several trips 
to California over the past month and 
even consulted with El Cajon M.C. on 
one occasion. But speculation is that

AMA is not so concerned with seeing 
that El Cajon gets a fair hearing as they 
are with establishing that AMA is the 
bargaining power for all motorcyclists. 
But I’m wandering off the subject. 

The question that arose at the 
meeting was “Exactly what does the 
AMA do for District 37 riders?” Good 
question. Well, they sanction races. 
AMA also provides insurance for us. The 
insurance company lost thousands of 
dollars in 1971. Again in 1972 they 
attempted to make some money from 
motorcycling, which is fair since 
insurance companies are in business to 
make money. However, they lost 
thousands of dollars. Then the big 
dummies decided to insure us again in 
1973. This time they aren’t going to 


lose any money. The policy is $1000 
deductible and buddy, if you get hurt 
you better do a good job of it if you 
want to collect any money from CNA. 
(That is the name of the carrier.) 

At any rate what you now need to 
do is take a long hard look at AMA. Do 
you need them? Can we, in fact, form 
our own group and, using the $75,000 
we now pay the AMA for membership, 
make motorcycling in California what 
we want it to be? Do bring it up at the 
club meetings and thrash it out 
thoroughly, Then come to the District 
meeting prepared to vote one way or 
the other. Remember that what we do 
in District 37 will have a great influence 


on neighboring districts. Many of them 
are waiting for us to take the lead. 

I am not advocating withdrawal from 
the AMA. But I do want you to think 
about it and when you vote, know what 
you are voting for (or against as the case 
may be). 

The AMA plans to be at the next 
District meeting to launch an attempt to 
woo us. They better bring on the 
candlelight and strolling violinist.

SAN MANUEL, ARIZ., Jan. 7, 1973 — 
The first race of the first Southern 
Arizona Motocross Championship 
season began today with fast-moving, 
competitive action. 

Expert Brad Mueller and his Suzuki 
were back in the winner’s circle in the 
125 class despite the efforts of Ivan 
Russell (Suz) who didn’t make it easy — 
winning the second moto and taking 
seconds in the first and third, close 
behind Mueller. 

In the first moto, Sam Redman on 
George Daiber’s Penton gave Mueller a 
hard time. Riding with a busted hip 
sustained from a fall (not on a race 
track), Redman moved from last place 
to second before overtaking Mueller on 
the fourth lap. In the fifth, the Penton 
conked out, saving it for Mueller and 
finishing the day for Redman. 

Daiber, on a brand new 400 Maico, 
swept the Open Expert division with 
easy 1-1-1 wins. After two 10-lap 
motos, a three-way tie for second 
existed between Richard Smith, Ivan 
Russell and Paul Lax. This was the order 
of finish for moto two, thus 
determining the overall finish. 

In the 250 Expert class, it looked 
like it would be Paul Redman’s day 
until mechanical failures spoiled it in 
the last lap of the first moto, The 250’s 
and Opens were combined for the day 
with Redman leading both classes for 
four laps on his CZ and then holding on 
to second overall, first in his class before 
the 10th lap defeat. 

Sweeping the Novice classes way out 
in front with 1-1-1 wins were Yamaha 


‘riders John Brown and Jeff Billotte in 


the 125 and 250 divisions. 

Compeitition seemed to be more 
even in the 100 and Open Novice 
classes. For the 100’s, it was Mike 
Goodrich, Dave Sparrold and Stephen 
Derrick, and for the Opens, Steve 
Strasser, Phil McGill and Doug Black 
after three motos. 


THINK ABOUT THIS 


SAN FRANCISCO — The cost of 
vandalism and theft in: California’s 17 
National Forests amounted to $500,000 
during 1972. “The cost for repairing 
vandalized public facilities in 
California’s 17 National Forests is 
mounting all the time,” said Doug R. 
Leisz, U.S. Regional Forester. The 
greatest damage has been occurring to 
developed recreation sites provided by 
the U.S. Forest Service for public use 
and. enjoyment. Leisz said, “the areas 
hardest hit are campgrounds, picnic 
areas, roadside vista points, beaches, 
nature trails and boat launching ramps. 
The vandalism has occurred to 
restrooms where doors, shingles and 
siding has been torn down or shot-up, 
and elsewhere in the form of concrete 
stoves broken up, fences and gates torn 
down, campground ticket boxes 
destroyed, and spray can painting on 
rocks and buildings. These are just a few 
examples of malicious vandalism and 
theft problems we are now facing in 
California’s National Forests.” He noted 
that most of the vandalism is done by 
rock throwing, pistol and rifle shooting, 
axes, and by automobiles in and around 
developed recreation areas, 

Leisz said, “vandalism is hurting all 
of us. The tax dollar used to repair the 
public facilities in our National Forests 
would have built three new 50 unit 
campgrounds.” He noted that campers 
have been a big assist in reporting 
vandalism when it is occurring. Their 
help has led to the arrest and conviction 
of many individuals. If a person is 
charged with vandalism and the damage 
assessed is under $100, it is a 
misdemeanor and the individual appears 
before the U.S. Magistrate. Any damage 
over $100 is a felony and those 
apprehended appear in U.S. District 
Courts. 

During 1972, more than 30 persons 
have appeared before the U.S. 
Magistrate for vandalism charges, and 
fines have ranged from $50 to $500, 
while sentences ranged from several 
months to one year.

When fed through the statistical 
slicer like a loaf of salami, each human 
trait produces its characteristic 
cross-section: a curve that shows how 
many people possess the trait to what 
- degree. Height, weight, intelligence, and 
numerous other human traits tend to 
follow the “normal distribution”, that 
bell-shaped curve that says most people 
are about average and only a few depart 
from the, average by very much. A few 
people have insatiable sex drives and a 
few others can go through life without a 
single erotic impulse; most of us are 
somewhere near the middle. A few 
people are left wing extremists and a 
few others are right win extremists; 
most of us are somewhere near the 
middle. 

So common is this bell-shaped curve 
in describing human traits that it 
provides the only plausible assumption 
about the distribution of attitudes 
towards motorcycling. One tail of the 
curve represents people with strong 
positive feelings towards the sport; most 
of these, of course, will already be 
motorcyclists and those that aren’t, are 
dreaming about it. More than a majority 
will be somewhere near the middle, 
without strong feelings one way or the 
other. And the other tail of the curve 
represents people with strong negative 
feelings towards motorcyling. 

From this perspective it is clear that 
demands to harrass and repress cyclists 
do not arise from the great number of 
people in the center — from the public 
— but rather from the relatively few 
denizens at the far end of the 
distribution curve. These are people 
who for one reason or another, 
conscious or subconscious, harbor deep 
antipathy towards the sport. To 
understand the problem, we must 
understand these people...or at least try 
to. 

Its one thing to be indifferent to 
motorcycling, or be bored by it, or 
exercise a casual preference against it, 
but it’s quite another to object to it 
strongly. If you don’t like it, why not 
just ignore it[ Why should anybody go 
so far as to oppose it? ` 

It seems so little we ask. Just ignore 
us. Just leave us alone. Yet some people 
seem incapable of granting that modest 
boon. Among these are the 
hoplophobes. 

Hoplophobia (hop as in hop-scotch, 
lo as in local) is one of those long, 
made-up words whose sole excuse for 
existence is that there’s no shorter way 
to describe the same idea, It comes from 
“Hoplite” the name of a class of 
mercenary soldiers in ancient Greece, 
and they got their name from the 
hoplon, a large, unique style of shield 
which they carried, and which became 
their trademark. 

Ultimately, the term goes back to the 
Greek word for “‘tool”, so hoplophobia 
is a neurotic fear of tools. Perhaps it 
never occurred to you that anybedy 
would be afraid of tools and the whold 
idea may seem too silly to talk about. 

This intial impression vanishes when 
you realize the implications of the term: 
the hoplophobe’s fear is in proportion 
to the efficacy and power of the tool. 
Since the greater the capability of the 
tool, the greater must be the knowledge, 
understanding, skill and prudence of its 
user, The effective tool is only an 
external symbol. What the hoplophobe 
really fears is that he will hurt himself. 

It would seem virtually impossible 
for a hoplophobe to be a motorcyclist, 
though this does not necessarily require 
that cyclists must be hoplophiles and 
love tools. If you think about it, you 
have probably met several people 
representing both extremes. 

The hoplophile may have a hefty 
collection of chiesels and screwdrivers 
and knives. Every single one will be 
precisely sharpened and hones, and will 
be carefully oiled to protect it against 
rust. The hoplophobe will not allow a 
sharp knife in his house. 

The hoplophile is likely to collect 
tools he doesn’t really need, working 
with each new one just long enough to 
master its operation, then moving on to 
something else. The hoplophobe is 
likely to avoid owning even the most 
rudimentary tools. He’ll call a repairman 
to tighten the handle on a cabinet. 

This is not a matter of being 
mechanically inclined, or not. Indeed, 
the hoplophobe may be quite skilled 
with tools that are soft and yielding and 
safe, say paintbrushes, but hand him a 
naked double-edge razor blade to use as 
a cutting tool and he'll come close to 
fainting away. 

At a local sporting goods store I 
learned there had been a run on Smith 


& Wesson .44 Magnum revolvers 


following a movie that had portrayed 


. this tool as the biggest, baddest handgun 


ever made, In plain fact, it is not. But to 
say it isn’t misses the point, for what 
buyers really wanted was to have the 
image, just as the mere sight of this gun 
would cause a hoplophobe to recoil in 
shock. (Double your pleasure, double 
your fun, with multiple, multiple, 
multiple puns). A hoplophobe is not 


slow ones), explosives, crossbows, 
power lawnmowers, “speedboats”, and 
mechanical turkey pluckers. 

Yet he will not be especially 
concerned about the thousands of viral, 
bacterial and fungal disease agents that 
are incomparably more dangerous to 
man, and that swarm freely about us 
from our cradles to our graves, for these 
life forms are not tools. Their actions

frightened by the objective properties of 
a tool that is loud, hard, fast, powerful, 
sharp and unforgiving. He is frightened 
by the thoughts about that tool which 
he creates in his own head. 

Since a tool is anything that expands 
man’s control over his immediate 
physical environment, the hoplophobe 
is likely to fear knives, firearms, fast 
cars, fast bikes, most anything electrical, 
machine tools, airplanes, freeway 
traffic, anything that throws sparks, 
chrome-plated surgical instruments, 
open-hearth furnaces, sports cars (even 


are not initiated, directed and 
controlled by a human user, hence the 
results of their actions are not the 
responsibility of any human user. 


The hoplobe does not want to be 
personally responsible for the untoward 
consequences of his decisions and 
behavior. Since the main purpose of 
tool-using is to amplify results — 
whether good or bad, or both — and, 
since the more effective and powerful a 
tool is, the more amplification it 
provides, a hoplophobe attempts to 


avoid undesirable outcomes by avoiding 
effective tools. - 

I can think of no normative 
objection to his policy and I can think 
of several practical reasons not only for 
tolerating it, but for encouraging it. 
After all, if a man tells you that he’s 
likely to freeze at the controls, putting 
him in charge of a 747 would be less 
than prudent. 

As long as he sticks to living his own 
life, a hoplophobe creates no great 
problems for motorcyclists or anybody 
else. The difficulty arises when the 
hoplophobe attempts to project his own 
fears, attitudes and policies onto other 
people, i.e., by means of government 
coercion. He assumes that everybody 
else shares his attitude towards effective 
tools. 

Given this, it is perfectly logical to 
adopt what game theorists call a 
Minimax strategy: minimizing the size 
of the maximum possible loss. When he 
sees other people who are not following 
this strategy, he concludes — correctly, 
within the scope of his assumption — 
that they must be driven by some 
psychological defect, He concludes that 
he has a sort of moral or social duty to 
“‘save them from themselves”, a 
conclusion all the easier to reach 
because it reinforces his own attitudes 
and assumptions, 

The hoplophobe becomes a menace 
to social tranquillity when he tries to 
impose the consequences of his own 
inner fears upon all the public. This is 
one case where motorcyclists are part of 
the public.

Brad Roberts came out this weekend 
to take the first 9-1l-year old Pure 
Stock class (0-75cc) on his XR75. 
Giving Brad competition was 
Indian-mounted William L. Curtis who 
was the second overall. Jon Nelson (Ind) 
took home third position. Then we had 
another Yamaha-Honda battle going on 
between Tim Ocha and Johnny Spaw of 
Iowa, Only two slim points separated 
them, 

The second class of 9-ll-year old 
Pure Stocker was dominated by great 
little Mission Honda rider, Jeff Ward. 
Jeff led Lance Burgess around the 
course. The next battle was between 
two XR75s, Woody Lindsay and Jeff 
Hewitt. Fifth was picked up by a good 
little Florida rider, Rhett Radford. 

Mission Honda wrapped up first and 
second positions in the 12 and over 
Stocker with Mark Shader and Jeff 
Wilson.

insulted mercilessly about a subject he 
wasn’t prepared to discuss. The pretect 
for the discussion, if that episode can be 
so dignified, was a motion that could 
not be voted upon and that everyone 
should have known could not be voted 
upon. Of leadership, there was none. 

There was no consideration of facts, 
no consideration of potential problems, 
and no reasoned discussion, just a lot of 
unsubstantiated charges and general 
nonsense. Of the more important 
problems that was not discussed is the 
fact that our charter fees and sanction 
fees for the coming year are already 
paid, If we were to scuttle the AMA at 
this point, we can only cut off the 
benefits for which we have already paid! 

Our inability to deal with land use 
problems is also startlingly evident. WE 
have quietly acceded while fee after fee 
has been imposed upon us, and our 
riding area has shrunk to one tenth its 
former size. At every meeting with the 
BLM, Russ Penney is accompanied by 
his lawyer, Burt Stanley. We have so far 
not seen fit to have a lawyer represent 
us. We have left the initiative up to the 
handful of riders down in District 38. 
Now to turn this thing into a real 
comedy, we finally get our backs up and 
refuse to pay anymore. But who do we 
refuse? Not our enemy, but our ally! 

We are contributing a lot of money 
to the AMA and we have a right to 
demand that they use some of this 
money to do something substantial to 
alleviate our real problems, our land use 
problems. We don’t need Mike Hinshaw 
in a yellow truck to prove that they love 
us, but we do need some inspired expert 
assistance in maintaining our right to 
ride. 

Rather than “vote: ourselves out of 


‘° the AMA” I think ‘we should"form a 


small committee. The first function of 


this committee should be to draft a 


letter to the AMA telling them exactly 
what we, as a District, expect from 


them. We are in the AMA, like it or not, 


until 1974 because we have paid our 
fees. So we should give them this period 
to show that they can do something 
useful for us. During the year the 
committee should watch the AMA and 
should at the same time develop an 
alternative plan, a plan whereby we can 
function independently if it appears to 
be necessary. Then, in our December 
meeting, the committee should report 
to the body and recommend either that 
we stay with the AMA or that we adopt 
their alternative plan, The delegrates 
should come to that meeting armed 
with a “strike vote”, the power to take 
immediate action on: behalf of their 
clubs. Then if we do decide to dumpt 
the AMA, we'll have something 
reasonable with which to replace it. 

The committee should be small so 
that it can work, not more than five or 
six members and they should be elected 
by the body. Before anyone is accpeted 
as a candidate for the committee, he 
should be required to address the body 
and tell them his views on the problem 
and what he expects to bring to the 
committee in the way of help or 
expertise. 

Last September, Bill Adams went to 
the AMA Congress to represent us. He 
was elected by us. He asked for 
instructions; none were given to him. 
Absolutely none. He was not tole to 
present views on insurance, on land use, 
or anything else, with the exception of 
some minor competition rule changes. 
How can we expect AMA to do what we 
want when we haven’ told them what 
we want and probably don’t know 
ourselves? The condidtions for 
revolution do not exist. Unpalatable as, 
you may find it, learn a lesson from the! 
death of Che Guavara. `
